WASHINGTON (TP)—The Atomic Energy Commission 
disclosed today that one of its nuclear reactors has oper­ 
ated at a power level more than double its planned capac­ 
ity—a development that could eventually cut the cost of 
atomic power. 
The AEC announcement also said the maximum power 
level of its boiling water re­ 
actor at the Argonne Nation­ 
al Laboratory, Lemont, 111., 
may be still higher than was 
achieved.

It should not b e necessary to m arshal 
again the strong argum ents against b anning 
nuclear weapons tests without the sate- 
guard of general, enforceab le disarmament. 
But Indian Prime Minister N ehru’s new 
pub lic appeal to the leaders of the United 
States and Russia has compelled President 
Eisenhower to restate the tried and true 
answers. 
N ehru’s clinging to the idea of a testing 
b an constitutes a stub b orn resistance to the 
realities which must b e b affling to many 
thoughtful men. It amounts to an emotional 
fixation that is utterly without support in 
logic. 
No convincing evidence has yet b een ad­ 
duced to suggest that suspension of nuclear 
tests would in fact b ring the world closer to 
lasting peace. 
As the President so aptly points out in 
his reply to Nehru, it is not the tents which 
imperil peace b ut the continued production 
of proven nuclear weapons. 
Again and again the United States has 


made solid, earnest and enforceab le propo­ 
sals to Russia and all the world for disarm ­ 
ament which would encompass all effective 
weapons of modern war. 
Not once has the Soviet Union come 
close to accepting any one of these propo­ 
sals, nor has it made a single counter prop­ 
osition the world could take as sincere and 
potentially effective. 
If Nehru genuinely desires to promote 
peace, why does he not put the full weight 
of his sub stantial influence b ehind the idea 
of enforceab le disarm am ent? 
F or the moment such a plan takes ef­ 
fect, all nations can b egin to turn their full 
energies toward the uses of peace. The en­ 
gines of w ar can stop grinding, and the 
w aste of men and m aterials in the sterile 
pursuit of arm s superiority can end. 
This is what America wants, Is it also 
what Nehru w a n ts 7 Then let him say so, 
in clear and ringing tones. The world needs 
all the moral force that ran b e mustered in 
support of real proposals for peace.

In extremely cold weather the b lood vessels 
near the surface of the b ody contract, This is na­ 
ture's defense against too much coolness; it helps 
to prevent large quantities of b lood coming in con­ 
tact with the cold and chilling the entire b lood 
stream. 
There are difficulties, however, connected with 
this process since if the cold contact with the skin 
is continued, it may lead to frostb ite This has al­ 
ways b een a terrib le prob lem for Arctic explorers,* 
mountain climb ers, and for memb ers of the mili­ 
tary forces. 
In ordinary civilian life it is less often a prob ­ 
lem. though in northern sections, every winter 
b rings its toll of frostb ite victims. 
The tip of the nose, the ears, the fingers and 
the toes are particularly susceptib le to frostb ite. 
Frostb ite may come on slowly or suddenly, the 
latter especially if the wind Is high. Often a sting­ 
ing feeling is present at first in the exposed part, 
followed b y a pleasant numb ness usually without 
any pain. 


When the white frostb itten area b egins to thaw, 
■welling develops and the skin b ecomes pink. In

After the frozen part has thawed it may remain 
cold and lack feeling, later b ecoming swollen and 
purple. Death of the tissues may set in and th* in­ 
volved part separate from the rest of the b ody. 
lf frostb ite does develop, thawing should b e 
gradual in cool air or cold water. The practice of 
trying to rub snow over the frostb itten part is con­ 
sidered dangerous 
Nothing warmer than the heat 
of the b ody should ever he tried, and a person who 
has b een recently frostb itten should not go near a 
fire <tr into a fully heated room until the circulation 
has b een thoroughly restored. 
After thawing, the skin is not yet strong snd 
there is special danger of causing Infection b v rub ­ 
b ing. 
Some excellent results in treating acute frostb ite 
with sub stances delaying b lood coagulation hive 
b een reported. This, however, la a profesaional rath­ 
er than a self treatment measure. 
When at all possib le, it Is b est to avoid frostb ite. 
If it does occur one should he careful to follow
